COALDALE, November 6 —Tuesday 


afternoon, October 30, John E. Smith, 
of Coaldale, met with his death in the 
Klondike coal mine near this place. 
He and his comrade, John Rickeard, 
of Defiance, who have been working 
together for some time, were at work, 
the former mining and the latter load- 
ing coal about eight or ten feet dis- 
tant. A "shot" had been fired several 
days previous which loosened, as is 
supposed, a quantity of coal under 
which the deceased was lying (much of 
the mining is done lying flat on one 
side) on his left side, when a quantity 
of coal of about five hundred weight 
fell, striking him on the head, cutting 
two ugly gashes just back of and be- 
low the ear. " Mr. Rickeard hearing 
the fall, called to his work-mate, 
•'Hello, John, are you on top?" He 
got no answer, and seeing that his 
lamp was out, rushed to his side and 
round Mm under a quantity of coal. 
Assistance was quickly called and the 
unfortunate man removed from the 
mine; but he breathed only a few 
gurgling breaths and his life was end- 
ed. 


Deceased leaves a wife and three 


small children, who, with his mother 
and sister-in-law, looked to him for 
sustenance. 
Mr. Smith was a mem- 


ber 
of Coaldale Council No. 579,

ics, by whom he was interred in the 
Duvall cemetery, Rev. Staub, of Sax- 
ton, preaching the funeral sermon. 


The bereaved family have the sym- 


pathy of the entire community in their 
sad bereavement. 


On the day following the funeral of 


Mr. Smith David Hannawalt, who was 
working in the Eichelberger mine, 
was seriously hurt in his back and 
hips by a fall of coal. P A. Barnett, 
of Saxton, happening there just shortly 
after the accident, removed the injured 
man to his home, where he seems to be 
slowly improving.

but we were unable to get particulars.

school work. 
All these things are 


worthy of attention. The intellectual 
progress of pupils is more rapid when 
they are properly equipped for work, 
to say nothing of the good moral influ- 
ence of a cheerful environment, and 
nothing of the danger and discomfort 
resulting from a filthy floor or a pane- 
less window. Broad Top is paying 
this year an average monthly salary of 
S37 50 to her teachers, besides an an- 
nual salary of $500 to the district su- 
perintendent. Included in her corps of 
teachers this year are six state normal 
graduates, two holding state pVfma"- 
nent and three holding professional 
certificates. The board has provided 
wisely and well for public education 
in that district. Let the citizens and 
patrons make the most of their school 
facilities and extend that hearty co- 
operation without which not even a

brought 
John 


Krempasky, an Austrian employed in 
the mines at Kearney, to Bedford and 
lodged him in jail. The report was 
pretty generally circulated that the 
prisoner had shot to death his five- 
year-old daughter, who, it was said, 
was suffering with whooping cough, 
because she annoyed him by incessant 
coughing. 


'Squire J. C. Figard held an inquest 


and the jury exonerated Krempasky, 
the evidence indicating that the shoot- 
ing was accidental. 


Coroner M. A. Stoner went to Kear- 


ney on the afternoon train and viewed 
the body. He also examined a number 
of witnesses, among them being Mrs. 
Krempasky and some of her neighbors 
The mother of the dead child told the 
coroner that her husband's nephew, 
who had just arrived from the old 
country, was visiting them and aeked 
her husband what kind of firearms 
they used here. Mr Krempasky told 
his wife to get his revolver. She did 
so. While the men were examining 
the weapon it was accidentally dis- 
charged, the bullet striking Krempas- 
ky's five-year-old daughter in 
the 


forehead and penetrating the brain. 
Alarmed by the thought that her hus- 
band, distracted by the awful accident, 
might go away and leave her, Mrs. 
Krempasky asked some of her neigh- 
bors to detain him. In the meantime 
Mr. Dodson had procured a commit- 
ment and soon after started with his 
prisoner for the connty-seat. While on 
their way to Bedford the girl died. 
The mother denied the rumor that her 
husband killed their child because it 
annoyed him by coughing. It had a 
slight cold, butwasnotill with whoop- 
ing cough, she said. The neighbors 
Coroner Stoner interviewed were of 
the opinion that the tragedy was the 
result of an accident. 
He therefore 


decided that it would be unnecessary 
to hold an inquest.

3. Tbe Porto Ricans have no rep-

5. The Porto Ricans, while declared 


to be citizens of Porto Rico, are, under 
the effect, the provision and the spirit 
of the Porto Rican law, subjects of th 
United States. 


6. The upper house of Porto Rico 


is appointed by the president of the 
United States and is called the ex 
ecutive council, and this executive 
council has the power of passing upon 
the qualification of voters for the 
lower house. 


7. No person can be a member of 


the lower house unless be possesses in 
his own right taxable property.

The governor is appointed by 


the president and has the power of 
veto over all legislation. 


9. There is a two-edged tariff of 1 


per cent, between the United State 
and Porto Rico. 


10. The supreme judges of Porto 


Rico are appointed by the president, 
and the local judge by the governor, 
an appointee of the president. 


11. All the salaries of the presi 


dent's appointees are to be paid by the 
Porto Ricans.

Annual Report of the United States Com- 


missioner of Education, 


The annual report of the United 


States commissioner of education shows 
that the grand total of pupils in all 
schools', elementary, 
secondary 
and 


higher, public and private, for tbe 
year ending July 1,1899, was IB 738 3G2. 
Twenty and one-half per cent, of tbe 
entire population was enrolled in the 
public elementsry schools and high 
schools. There were 35.458 pupils in 
attendance in all departments of the 
colleges of agriculture and the mechan- 
ical arts under the act of congress ap- 
proved August 30, 1S90, in aid of such 
institutions. 


The total income of these institu- 


tions, distributed among the various 
states, amounted toS6,193,010, of which 
81,769,716 was derived from acts of con- 
gress, 52,570,437 were appropriated by 
the several states sad territories and 
the remainder was derived from fees, 
invested funds and other miscellaneous 
sources. 
Under supervision 
of the 


bureau 25 public schools are maintain- 
ed in Alaska, with a total enrolment 
of 1,723 pupils. 


The report reviews the school work 


in the Philippines, Cuba, Porto Rico 
,nd Hawaii. The total attendance in 
the Manila schools is given as 5,706 on 
September 30, 1899, against a school 
population of some 25,000. In Cuba in 
March, 1900, there were 131 boards of 
education, 3,099 schools in operation, 
with 3,500 teachers and 130,000 children 
enrolled. 
In 1899 there had been only 


200 schools; attendance, 4,000. The ex- 
penditures up to the end of March, 
1900, had been 83,500,000, the school 
fund being taken from the customs re- 
ceipts and the estimate for 1900 was 
34,000,000. 


In Porto Kico for the first term of 


1899-1900 the school enrolment was 
24,393; average daily attendance, 20,103; 
population of the island, 957,779 
In 


nawaii the total number of public and 
private schools is 169, with a total en- 
rolment of 15,490, including a lar^e 
proportion of foreigners, each nation- 
ality having its own teacher.

In addi- 
tion to t he must cart1 i!u L ud j ust meat ot 
the KevcuU purls of tlu1 joints, accord- 
ing to existing devices, they are constant- 
ly experimenting on models for still bet- 
ter results. That, together with superior 
workmunshin, is the reason why Chicago 
made artificial limbs are favorites the 
world over. 


The milkers do more thuu fill orders— 


or at least some of them do. They study 
the anuumi.v of, man so as to have a bet 
ter understanding of what is required ot 
artificial l.mbs; besides, they keep them- 
selves well in formed of the cause of the 
demand for limbs and the percentage of 
one l:ind over another. The proportion 
is ten legs or pails of legs to one of 
arms. Seventy per cent of the whole out- 
put conies f 10111 employees of railways 
and 5 per cunt from passengers. Ten per 
cent comes from amputations necessitat- 
ed by "consumption uf the bone," as they 
call it. 2 per cent from the army and 
navy and lo per cent from miscellaneous 
causes. 


It is o curious fact that the elbow 


joint cannot be duplicated with springs 
and hinges; hence an amputation above 
the ellmw Ciiii:-'. •* almost a toial loss of 
the arm, but an artificial arm may be put 
on so true to nature that it will deceive 
completely until there is use lor it, when 
the fact ia made very clear 'that at best 
it is only ornamental. But when the am- 
putation is beluw flip elbow the arm can 
be spliced out. and even the fingers can 
be laade somewhat serviceable. 


While it is found that a combination 01 


leather and uluiniuiiim makes a lighter 
and yet stronger limb, with decidedly 
better knee, ankle and toe action, than 
other materials, some experts still hold 
that wood is the best material under all 
circumstances, and they will make no 
other kind. 
The business of artificial 


limb making is called the "prosthetic in- 
dustry" and means literally the process 
of adding to the human body some arti- 
ficial part in place of cue that may be 
wanting. One who makes such artificia] 
parts is culled a prothetician or pro 
thetist.

limb making has been a regular industry 
in nearly all countries. 


Not only many doctors, but nearly ol; 


the laity, have a notion that the amputa 
tion ul a limb shortens the life of the in- 
dividual, and also the greater the quanti- 
ty of the limb cut o!T the greater the 
abridgment of lite. But statistics contra- 
dict that theory flatly. By careful com 
partson for half a century it is ascertain- 
ed that cut tins off limbs — not all the 
limbs, of course — does not shorten life a1 
all. Of the patrons of on artificial limb 
factory less than 25 per cent die during 
a term of over 40 years, and nearly ev- 
ery one of them died from accident or 
old ago, anil not one died aa the direct re- 
sult of being short a leg or an arm. It Is 
claimed that there is no record of anj 
one, or but very few at least, who died 
of pulmonary or cardiac diseases who 
wore an artiticial limb, except where the 
disease was contracted before the limb 
was amputated. However, the amputa- 
tion of limbs is not recommended by pro- 
theticions as a preventive of lung ant 
heart trembles. 


Perhaps il has never occurred to many 


that the great body oC wearers of artifi 
cial limbs are poor people — that Is, poor 
people in contradistinction to the rich 
It ib very rare that a wealthy person is 
seen with tin artificial limb, and the rea 
son is clear enough. It is the man who 
works with his hands in the mill, on the 
railway, in the mine, in the gangway o; 
the steamboat ami in the other avenues 
of employment where* danger to limb an< 
life is always present that has to repaii 
himself with artificial bits of mechanism 
to splice- nut his once unbroken body 
And so the <]iKisticii of the first invest 
ment and the subsequent repairs of the 
dolicnto joints is one of no little raomen 
to poor people, but they are necessary ex 
penditures and have to be provided for 
It means time lost and a heavy drain up 
on wages Cor a long time. Investors have 
reduced all this to the minimum, and 
rompeiit.o,. obliges limb makers to use 
(he best of niaterinl and do their worl 
v.'ell. This is paitM-ulnrly true of the an 
kip joint, wlipiv ?•" strain is always 
groat ami where the ikcchiimsm is deli 
cate and complicated.— Chicago Chroni 
cle.

crime. We can find some excuse for a 
crime committed in the heat of passion, 
but 1 cannot conceive of a man asso- 
ciating himself with a brnte who could 
sit down in cold blood and prepare 
himself with his knock-out drops for 
the accomplishment of anything that 
might serve him in his brutal purpose. 
Crimes like this have seldom been com- 
mitted by a number of brutes within 
the pale of cur civilization; they are 
generally the acts of one inhuman 
devil, perpetrated in the darkness of 
night, unseen by human eyes. Men 
mention it with bated breath and look 
in vain for a similar crime in the his- 
tory of our land. For this signal ex- 
emption Almighty God be thauked. 
One such sin and crime is one too 
man; in the history of the world. The 
more we think of it the more horrid 
the picture appears; we lose faith in 
humanity and in our weakness almost 
doubt the providence of God.

In this 
case we have the right to ask that 
there shall be nu miscarriage of jus- 
tice. 
We cannot mete out the same 


punishment that these brutes inflicted 
on the poor creature whom they slew. 
From one point, justice might be sat- 
isfied by letting them live and be ex- 
hibited through the world as monsters 
of depravity, which nature abhors and 
refuses to perpetuate. 
It by any 


chance in a concert of wickedness 
these villains should escape unwbip- 
ped of justice, then let Paterson be 
razed to the ground. 
Let no remem 


branee continue that such a vile place 
existed and let its records be blotted 
from history. Let it share the fate of 
Sodom and Gomorrah, and only live in 
the memory of men as a place to be 
avoided and abhorred wherever civil- 
izition finds a dwelling, and an object 
lesson for humanity for all future time 
—a place accursed by God. 


It is difficult to speak or think of this 


atrocious crime in cool blood aud with 
sober and unbiased judgment. 
Any

Adi-nntnarea Claimed For a ROM* 


Jdurn Inclosing RoanA Silos. 


Drawing some comparisons between 


tlie round and the square barn, Colonel 
F. D. Curtis of Wisconsin writes to 
The National Stockman, and Farmer 
as follows: A neighbor is building one 
of the square order 30 by 'M feet, stone 
basement, stalls for 3C cattle, frame 
about 20 feet high to roof, requiring 
7,000 feet of lumber for frame. It is 
ISO feet around it and has an area ot 
1,800 feet. A round bara GO feet in di- 
ameter may have a -stone, basement 
and same height above, more or less. 
It will not take half as much lumber 
lor its frame nor half as much labor to 
frame and put it up and ho vastly 
stronger when completed. The area or 
space it incloses is 2,700 feet-half as 
much again as the square one compar- 
ed with, and the area of the walls will 
be the same. It will give space for 40 
to 45 cattle stalls instead of 30 in the 
square barn, room for two round silos 
10 feet each. in. diameter, if properly 
filled holding not less than 300 tons, lo- 
cated as near as possible in the center 
of the circle of the stock to consume

If the walls 


are perfectly vertical and smooth, the 
conditions for settling will be favora- 
ble. Where stone is used, a r:oat of 
water lime cement must be used to 
make a good surface. As silage con- 
tains acid, this smooth surface will 
gradually become eaten and rough, so 
that from year to year, as seems nec- 
essary, a light wash of cement should 
be brushed over the wall to make it 
smooth. Where wood is used, the lin- 
ing boards should be dressed ou one 
side. The wall on the inside should 
be perfectly plumb and smooth from 
the top of the silo to the foundation 
wall, from the top of which there may 
be a slight bevel to the floor. In any 
form of wooden silo, excepting the 
round, it is desirable that the inside 
lining boards be uailed ou vertically. 
The silage will then slip down easily. 


Have as few coruers as possible. 


Upon the thoroughness of the packing 
usually depends the character of Ihe 
preservation. Most of the waste which 
occurs where silage has been well put 
in occurs at the surface, against the 
doors, at the sides and in tbe corners. 


Use gas tar on wooden silus, for 


when applied hot it is considered the 
best known preservative of wood avail- 
able for common use. 
Even put on 


cold, if not too thk'k for rapid painting, 
it is a superior preservative. Tar may 
also be thinned with gasoline without 
the use of heat. As gasoline rapidly 
evaporates into a gas which is very in- 
flammable much care should be vised. 


The illustrations, from publications 


of the Wisconsin station, give an idea 
of the appi'aram-t1 and iiKlhud of li'ling 
a round silu and explain in i> measure 
the process of constructing a silo of 
this kind. Fig. 1 shows a method of 
laying and leveling the1 foundation. A 
is n center post with top level with top 
of proposed wall. B B are straight edge 
boards uailed to stakes driven iu the 
ground. C is a piece of straight edge 
timber fixed to turn oil a pin at A. B ]', 
are all nailed level with tup of post A. 
Fig. 2 shows the construction. The 
sills are 2 by 4 inches iu two foot sec- 
tions, with the ends cut on the slant of 
a radius of the silo circle. These should 
be sawed out with much care. Alter 
being bedded iu mortar they may be 
toeualled together. The plates are the 
same, spiked to top of studs, which arc 
2 by 4 inches, a foot apart.

yurd 111 Scotland. 


In the earlier half of Ihe nineteenth 


century the practice of stealing bodies 
from the churchyard* for the purpose 
of sale as subjects for dissection, which 
was known as "body snatching." was 
for a time very rife.

ings of the "body snatchers." or "resur-

industries of the people have prosper- 
ed beyond all precedent.

Our power and influence in the cause 
of freedom and enlightenment have ex- 
tended over distant seas and lands.

overwhelmed the city of Salveston 
made evident the sentiments of sym- 
pathy and Christian charity by vir- 
tue of which we are one united people.
